In 1910 the general appropria- 
tion bill total was $9,686,575, as 
with the $15,329,630 
which the Legislature now is ask- 
ed to appropriate. 

The 1911 Legislature, the first

appropriated $10,870,850 for the 
general support or $4,458,780 less 
than now asked. In 1913 the 
general appropriation bill total 
was $12,999,660. 

The amount recommended by 
the Ways and Means Committee 
is $28,570 less than proposed in 
the State Budget, prepared joint- 
ly by the State Controller and 
State Board of Control. 

The .general appropriation bill 
makes no provision for the. spe- 


ments ‘and eommissions, 

To fill! this class of demands 
for money, several millions of 
dollars is asked in individual ap- 
propriation bills. 

EF total of special appropria- 
tion ‘bills -passed by -the 1913 
Legislature has approved by the 
Governor totaled $5,740,968, ex- 
elusive. of reimbursements made 
to counties by loss of taxation 
resulting from the gross earn- 
ings system. 

It is expected that fully that 
amount of special appropriations 
will be passed at the present ses- 
sion. 

‘Chairman H. W. Wright of the 
Ways and Means Committee says 
the big increase in the general 
appropriation is due to bringing 
several new departments within 
fits scope.
